“In order for it to be a legal 
petition,” said Kuelker, “We 
have to get 1200 legal signa¬ 
tures.” 

The petition states, “Pursu¬ 
ant to section 232 of the 
Municiapl Govememnt Act 2000 
R.S.A. c. M-26, as amended, the 
undersigned petitioners hereby 
petition the Municipal Council 
of Mountain View County for a 
binding plebiscite to approve a 
new municipal bylaw prohibit¬ 
ing the sufficiency of this 
petiton, from entering into any 
agreement for the acquisition of 
any land or construction of any 
building with a cost of, one mil¬ 
lion five hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars (1.5 million dollars) or 
more.” 

The MVTA is hoping to get 
at least 1500 signatures, in case 
any are considered not legal. 
They plan on collecting most of 
these signatures throguh house 
to house contact. 

“We are planning to go door 
to door,” said Kuelker. “We fig¬ 
ure that is the best way to get 
the most signautes.” 

The petiton must be com¬ 
pleted in 60 days. 

If the petiton is successful, 
the MVTA gets a plebiscite, and 
they are hoping that is enough 
to hold off construction till af¬ 
ter the next election. 

Construction for the new 
building is expected to start next 
spring. 


Taxpayers from Mountain 
View County (MVC) got to¬ 
gether on Wednesday at the 
Elkton Valley Campground Rec¬ 
reation Centre, and on Thurs¬ 
day at the Mountain View Com¬ 
munity Hall to discuss the plans 
for new the county administra¬ 
tion building. 

Plans that were discussed 
were not plans of excitement 
over the new building, but plans 
on how to put the project to a 
hault. 

The Mountain View Taxpay¬ 
ers Association (MVTA) held 
the meetings to make other 
county members aware of their 
feelings on the new building, and 
to start a petition. 

“We are against this building 
being built at that cost,” said 
Henry Kuelker, member of the 
Taxpayers Association. “I know 
we can do with less.” 

The estimated cost of the new 
building is between $4.4 and $4.8 
million, compared to renovating 
the present building for between 
$3.5 and $3.9. 

Over 60 people attended the 
meeting on Wednsday, and al¬ 
most 50 people on Thursday. 

“We were pleasently sur¬ 
prised with the turnout,” said 
Kuelker. 

Ian Harvie. MVC Reeve, at¬ 
tended the Thursday night 
meeting for observation.

A special Mountain View 
County Council (MVCC) 
meeting was held on Nov. 12, 
that got things moving for¬ 
ward for the new county ad¬ 
ministrative building. 

The architecture firm that 
was appointed to the job was 


Cohos Evamy. The MVCC de¬ 
cided upon Cohos for the job 
because they have had a very 
positive experience with the 
company through the 
project’s feasibility stages. 
Cohos also offered to refund 
all the fees paid to them, over 
$50,000, for feasibility stage. 

“This is a very professional

Harvie, MVC Reeve. “Over 
the last two years.

through an RFP process. 
The project manager will

Any major decisions such 
as the project budget, build¬ 
ing design, and tenders for 
construction contracts will 
be reviewed by the council 
and given final approval. 

This project will be in¬ 
cluded in the County’s 2004 
budget.

Students Jailed 
Following 
Poisonings

The Chinook's Edge School 
Division - reacting to the poi¬ 
soning of several students by 
three Sylvan Lake girls who 
are now serving jail time for the 
crimes - has launched a divi¬ 
sion-wide review of science lab 
safety and procedures, say offi¬ 
cials. 

The results of that review 
will be presented to the board 
next month, said Chinook’s 
Edge superintendent Jim Gib¬ 
bons. 

“We decided to do a science 
review,” said Gibbons. “We’ve 
had our principal-at-large, who 
is a chemistry teacher, go 
around and look at all the 
schools, looking at storage of 
chemicals, handling of chemi¬ 
cals when they arrive at 
schools.” 

Three Sylvan Lake teens 


lifting incident, Crown pros¬ 
ecutor Bert Skinner told Judge 
Thomas Schollie in Red Deer 
provincial court on Nov. 12. 

The teens, who are all 15 
years old, were sentenced un¬ 
der the new Youth Criminal 
Justice Act. The girls pleaded 
guilty on Aug. 18 to charges of 
conspiracy to administer a nox¬ 
ious substance, criminal negli¬ 
gence causing bodily harm, and 
theft under $5,000. 

As well as the 60 days in 
jail, the teens were also handed 
30 days under community su¬ 
pervision and 18 months pro¬ 
bation. 

Under the act, the teens 
faced up to 16 months in jail, 
eight months parole and 12 
months probation. 

The girls’ lawyers say they 
may appeal the sentences and 
will make an announcement in 
that regard within the next cou¬ 
ple weeks. 

The teens stole the copper 
sulphate from a science lab at 
H.J. Cody school, kept it in a 
pencil case for several days, and 
then put it into a slushie drink, 
court heard. 

About one tablespoon of the

A medical report presented 
to the court said the slushie in 
question had about 780 
micrograms of poison in it. 

Skinner told the court that

Now that the Learning 
Commission parade has gone 
by, most Albertans would be 
hard pressed to recall more 
than five of the ninety-five 
recommendations. The media 
has focussed on a handful - 
restoring Boards’ local tax¬ 
ing ability, addressing the 
current shortfall in funding, 
establishing class size limits, 
beefing up early childhood 
education, and taking prin¬ 
cipals out of the A.T.A. 

As I indicated last month, 
the Commission’s recommen¬ 
dations range far beyond this 
group and today I wish to 
draw attention to some of its 
other recommendations that 
have significant implications 
for the education system if 
the government implements 
them. These are listed by 
their number so that if you’re 
interested you can consult 
the document itself. 

#8. Provide all students 
with the opportunity to 
learn a second language. 
The Minister had already de¬ 
clared.his intention of going 
this route. 

Interestingly the Commis¬ 
sion supports this initiative 
while acknowledging the dif¬ 
ficulties - the majority of its 
workbook respondents were 
opposed to the idea, there is 
a shortage of second language 
teachers, and the choice of a 
language could be conten¬ 
tious.

#13. Require every 
school to operate as a pro¬ 
fessional learning commu¬ 
nity dedicated to continu¬ 
ous improvement in stu¬ 
dents’ achievement. It’s good 
to see we have been doing some¬ 
thing right in Chinook’s Edge. 
For several years now we have 
set a primary goal for our 
schools to become professional 
learning communities. In fact, 
Cremona has travelled as far 
down this road as any school 
in the Province and adminis¬ 
trators from the school will be 
presenting an account of their 
successes at an Edmonton con¬ 
ference this week. 

#20. Ensure that schools 
become the centre of a wide 
range of co-ordinated com¬ 
munity services targeted at 
meeting the needs of chil¬ 
dren and youth. As trustees 
we all take turns on the stu¬ 
dent discipline committee. 
Many of the students who are 
sent to us by schools with a rec¬ 
ommendation for expulsion 
have troubled backgrounds 
that need support from other 
provincial bodies like Chil¬ 
dren’s Services or health agen¬ 
cies. 

It seems that too often these 
authorities operate in isolation 
and it is difficult to obtain co¬ 
operation. To co-ordinate these 
services would be a huge ben¬ 
efit to students at risk. 

#42 Ensure that adequate 
support is in place when 


children with special needs 
are integrated into regular 
classrooms. This and the 
next six recommendations deal 
with the challenge of serving 
special needs students while 
not impeding the progress of 
others in the class. For what¬ 
ever reason, the whole area of 
special education has grown 
enormously over the past 
twenty years. Reducing class 
sizes has already been cited as 
an expensive move; to imple¬ 
ment the recommendations 
around Special Needs will also 
require a big infusion of cash. 

#69 Review and improve 
current preservice pro¬ 
grams for teachers to en¬ 
sure that they provide ex¬ 
cellent preparation for Al¬ 
berta’s beginning teach¬ 
ers. This and the next two 
recommendations address se¬ 
rious concerns about new 
teachers in the province. The 
first is that universities design 
teacher preparation programs 
without much consultation 
with people in the field, espe¬ 
cially superintendents, experi¬ 
enced teachers, and Alberta 
Learning. 

The result is that new 
teachers find their university 
preparation inadequate or ir¬ 
relevant to the challenges they 
face in their new job. The sec¬ 
ond concern is the high drop 
out rate among beginning 
teachers.

Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision adopted a new logo at 
the School Board meeting on 
Wednesday. 

A committee has been 


working on it for the past six 
months, and it has now been 
officially accepted, and the 
printing of the logo has 
started. 

“We wanted to identify in 
our logo our motto “Where 
students come first”,” said 


Roy Brassard, School Board 
chairmen. “We want that to 
be prominent in everything 
we do.”

schools, two to three feet 
high. 

Parents and adminis¬ 
trators got the opportu¬ 
nity to judge and help 
make the decision on 
what the logo would be.

Chinook’s Edge goes to Washington!

Evidence continues to 
emerge showing that poor in¬ 
door air quality can cause ill¬ 
ness that requires absence from 
school and can cause acute 
health problems that decrease 
performance while at school. 
Recent data suggests poor in¬ 
door air quality may directly 
reduce a person’s ability to per¬ 
form specific mental tasks re¬ 
quiring concentration, calcula¬ 
tion or memory. 

Tools for Schools. 

Strong statements such as 
this, taught at Tools for 
Schools, a national air quality 
conference held in Washington 
D.C., have enlightened 
Chinook’s Edge representatives 
who were able to attend the 
conference in October. 

Only nine Canadian repre¬ 
sentatives were able to attend 
the conference, three of those 
were from Chinook’s Edge, 
Terresa Dersch, Corporate Sec¬ 
retary, Cliff Barr, Director of 
Facility Services and Herman 
de Wolde, construction coordi¬ 
nator. They were very fortu¬ 
nate to receive sponsorship 
from ASBO International (As¬ 


sociation of School Business 
Officials) to attend this United 
States Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency’s National Air 
Quality Conference. 

Information they brought 
back will be invaluable for our 
students. 

“Indoor air quality affects 
children’s ability to learn,” 
Dersch told the board in her 
presentation. 

“We are all responsible for 
the air we breath.” 

Problems from poor air qual¬ 
ity often arise in schools be¬ 
cause their density of occu¬ 
pants are approximately four 
times the occupation in office 
buildings and children breath 
a greater volume of air relative 
to their body weight. 

Dersch, Barr and de Wolde, 
attended numerous sessions 
discussing factors that contrib¬ 
ute to poor or good air quality. 

What kind of rugs are on the 
floor? What other rugs have 
been brought into the class¬ 
room? Is there chalk, paper or 
house dust present in the class¬ 
room? 

Are students or teachers us¬ 
ing marking pens, art and sci¬ 
ence supplies? Has an old chair 
been recently brought in? Has

“All these factors can affect 
air quality,” said Dersch. 

Things people do at home 
can also affect the school’s air 
quality, does Johnny have par¬ 
ents who smoke around his 
jacket, does he hang that 
jacket in the classroom? Are 
teachers and students storing 
lunches that could be forgotten 
in the classroom? 

“That is one of the big things 
this kit (Tools for Schools) pro¬ 
vides. It makes educators 
aware of what affects air qual¬ 
ity and how heating, ventila¬ 
tion and air conditioning 


(HVAC) systems work in 
our schools,” said Dersch. 

Other lessons learned 
were what type of flooring, 


carpeting, equipment and how the 
design of new facilities can promote 
good air quality.

Japanese grade 8 stu¬ 
dents from Miki. Japan 
are requesting permis¬ 
sion to visit Didsbury 
and the school jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

“I think this is an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity,” 
said Roy Brassard, 
chairmen of the 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Board. “It would give 
our students a chance to 
be exposed to a different 
culture, and get ac¬ 
quainted with other stu¬ 
dents their age.” 

They initially wanted 
30 students to visit, but 
agreed 15 would be 
easier. The students are 
hoping to visit for 10 to 
14 days in March of 
2005. 

Last Wednesday at 
the School Board Meet¬ 
ing, the Board agreed to 
look deeper into this, 
and start answering the 
questions that would 
need to be addressed in 


order for this visit to 
take place. 

The students will fly 
themselves here, and 
they would like to stay 
with Didsbury families, 
which would otherwise 
be known as host fami¬ 
lies. One or two stu¬ 
dents per house is what 
the Miki students were 
thinking. 

A few questions have 
been raised from both 
parties such as, will the 
students be able to at¬ 
tend school here for any 
of the days? How much 
would they pay for home 
stay? Would Didsbury 
one day send students 
to Miki and make this 
an exchange? 

The School Board’s 
next step is to discuss 
this with West glen 
school to get their opin¬ 
ion. 

“Now that it has 
been discussed with the 
council,” said Brassard, 
“I will talk to the 
school, the officials in 
Miki, and the Didsbury 
Town Council.” 

Board member Ian 
Taylor made the motion 
to look further into it 
and it was passed. 

These Japanese stu¬ 
dents wanted to come to 
Alberta to see the moun¬ 
tains, and it was Dids¬ 
bury they wanted to 
stay in.

Chinook’s Edge will 
incorporate this infor¬ 
mation into the design 
of its new schools and 
use it to raise aware¬ 
ness of everyone in the 
division. 

Their plans include 
striking a new commit¬ 
tee to discuss ways of 
implementing this 
knowledge in the divi¬ 
sion. 

“Air quality is every¬ 
one’s responsibility. 
There is something eve¬ 
ryone can do, this is a 
problem that affects 
every school division. 
Once people under¬ 
stand what they can do 
to contribute to poor or 
good air quality they 
will make the changes,” 
said Dersch. “A lot of 
this will be done 
through communica¬ 
tion.” 

Dersch plans to 


share the information 
she gathers and imple¬ 
ments in this division 
with other school 
boards in Alberta 
through the associa¬ 
tions she belongs to 
such as the Association 
of School Business Offi¬ 
cials. 

Chinook’s Edge rep¬ 
resentatives applied for 
funding to ASBO Inter¬ 
national and received 
the conference and ho¬ 
tel for free and partial 
travelling costs. The di¬ 
vision was responsible 
for approximately $200 
per representative in air 
fare. 

“With school budg¬ 
ets the way they are for 
everyone right now 
there is no way we 
could have attended 
this without the spon¬ 
sorship, we were very 
fortunate.”

With the plans for the 
new county administra¬ 
tive building in action, 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Board has concerns as to 
what will happen to their 
bus repair facility. 

“Our bus repair facil¬ 
ity is located behind the 
present county building, 
and if they sell the build¬ 
ing we will have to find a 


new place to locate,” said 
Roy Brassard, Chairman for 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Board. 

The county has assured 
the Boards they have noth¬ 
ing to worry about at the 
present time, they will be 
given enough notice to find 
an alternative place to relo¬ 
cate when necessary. 

“We own 100 buses, and 
a very effective bus opera¬ 
tion,” said Brassard. “We 


want to ensure this will 
not be effected.” 

The Board own fifty 
percent of the buses 
used to transport 
Chinook’s Edge division 
children to and from 
school. 

“We do everything we 
can to ensure our stu¬ 
dents get to school 
safely,” said Brassard. 
“And the most cost effi¬ 
ciently.”

Skinner said the 
teens worked together 
over a period of time 
before the poisoning. 

“Each played an im¬ 
portant role,” said 
Skinner. “They knew it 
was poisonous and that 
is why they used it. 
They knew what they 
were doing. The sole 
reason appears it was 
just because they 
didn’t like her (victim). 

Skinner said the plot 
involved planning and 
deliberation. 

“This is not a 
situational offence. 
This was a break-down 
of social values. This is 
a public crime in a pub¬ 
lic place.” 

The girls were negli¬ 
gent in not insuring 
that others did not 
drink the poisoned 
slushie, he said. 

The fact the poison¬ 
ing took place in a 
school made the matter 
all the more serious, he 
said. 

“This is supposed to 
be a place of learning 
where teachers need 
not be police officers. 
This has had ramifica¬ 
tions for the school, the 
school board, and Syl¬ 
van Lake.” 

He cited the shoot¬ 
ings at Taber and in the 
United States as dan¬ 
gerous school violence 
precedents. 

Prior to the April 17 
poisoning, the teens 
had discussed two other 
plots against the vic¬ 
tim. Those plots in¬ 
volved pushing the vic¬ 
tim down a hill, and poi¬ 
soning a lemon tart and 
giving it to the victim, 
said Skinner. 

Judge Schollie said 
the three convicted 
teens were all equally 
culpable for the crimes. 

“The entire matter is 
very serious,” said 
Schollie. “The con¬ 
spiracy to harm was 
ongoing. They spent a 
lot of time and effort on 
this.” 

All three defence law¬ 
yers asked that the 
girls be sentenced to 
periods of probation, 
not jail. 

Defence lawyer 
Clinton Yarshenko told 
Judge Schollie, “None 
of these girls was capa¬ 
ble of grasping the se¬ 
riousness of their ac¬ 
tions. It has to be 
chalked up to childhood 
stupidity. It was a stu¬ 
pid, horrific mistake.” 

He questioned why 
the girls were able to 
obtain the poison from 
a school classroom. 

“Other additional 
steps might have been 
taken,” he said. 

Defence lawyer 
Kevin Sproule said, 
“None of the accused 
are violent people. I 
don’t think it was ever 
the intention of these 
girls to kill anyone. It 
was almost like they 
were in a play or 
movie. They didn’t 
know what the heck 
they were doing. ‘ 

During the two-hour 
court session, the girls 
sat apart with family 


members. 

All three teens, who 
were out on bail, wore 
civilian clothes. One of 
the girls cried through¬ 
out the proceedings. 

A nurse had to be 
called to the Red Deer 
Courthouse following 
the sentencing when 
one of the convicted 
teens collapsed as she 
was being led into cells. 

The girls are ex¬ 
pected to serve their 
sentences in Calgary. 

Following court both 
Yarshenko and Sproule 
said they are consider¬ 
ing an appeal of the sen¬ 
tences. 

“Unfortunately in 
this case I think the 
judge was focused far 
more on the offence 
than on the offenders,” 
said Yarshenko. 

Following court a 
family member of one of 
the convicted teens 
said, “It’s really devas¬ 
tated us and it’s been 
very hard.” 

Other family mem¬ 
bers of the girls de¬ 
clined to comment. 

Lawyer Kevin 

Sproule said, “I think 


they could have been 
dealt with in another 
way, but the judge 
chose to see it differ¬ 
ently. I think the sen¬ 
tences was in the range 
of sentences that could 
reasonably be expected. 

One would anticipate 
that they are not happy 
at the prospect of being 
in custody for a period 
of time.” Jail for the 
girls will do nothing to 
promote their rehabili¬ 
tation, said Yarshenko. 

“I am severely disap¬ 
pointed. In my view 
there is very little to be 
learned of any value in 
closed custody situa¬ 


tions,” he said. “Un¬ 
fortunately I think the 
judge in this case was 
focused far more on the 
offence than on the of¬ 
fenders. The sentence 
focuses too much on de¬ 
terrence and not 
enough on the rehabili¬ 
tation of the offender.” 

Roy Brassard, chair¬ 
man of the 40 school 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division, said, “There’s 
just a whole lot of trag¬ 
edy associated with 
what I consider to be an 
impulsive act that went 
wrong. I’m sure that 
everyone is ready to 
have it behind them. 


There’s certainly no 
winners, it’s all vic¬ 
tims.” 

H.J. Cody School 
principal Lee Tipman 
said the school has 
moved on. 

“I think at this point 
for everybody’s sake 
it’s good that there will 
be some closure. As 
long as it was still in 
the courts it just kept 
coming up. It would be 
nice for everyone to get 


on with their lives.” 

Councillors have 
been made available for 
students at the school 
who may have trouble 
dealing with the issue, 
he said. 

Superintendent Jim 
Gibbons said, “I think 
it’s time for students to 
move on with their 
lives, and for the school 
to put this unfortunate 
incident in the past as 
well.”

Didsbury welcomes three 
visitors from Uganda

Didsbury welcomed visitors from Uganda this 
month to engage in the Community Justice Minis¬ 
tries (CJM) Annual Celebration. CJM is a program 
of Mennonite Central Committee Alberta (MCCA) 
working to provide an opportunity for Christian 
Churches to bring healing and restoration to the 
community and to those whose lives have been af¬ 
fected by crime. 

MCC is connected with a prison ministry in 
Uganda called “Build Up Again Prisoners” (BAP). 

Gladys Oyat, Evarest Bizimungu and Rachel 
Nantongo are the three visitors who came from 
Uganda to share their stories, and learn from the 
stories of the MCCA. 

Oyat is a head schoolmistress, which here would 
be called a principal, of a girl’s school in Kitgum. 
She is also an advisor to Mennonite Central Com¬ 
mittee Uganda (MCCU). Kitgum is presently in the 
centre of a horrific civil conflict, since 1987, over 
26,000 children have been kidnapped from Kitgum, 
and held in captivity, forced to fight in war. These 
children are subjected to torture, and killed if they 
try to escape. “Prayer is our biggest weapon against 
war,” said Oyat. Nantongo and Bizimungu are both 
members of BAR They visit prisoners in prison, and 
provide support to them. 


“Prisoners families are very poor and unedu¬ 
cated,” said Nantongo. “We provide education to the 
prisoners children.” A big way they help these fami¬ 
lies is by addressing the poverty issue. A car wash 
was started where prisoners can work after they 
are released from prison. They make money there 
until they feel ready to do something else. The wives 
of prisoners are given $45 to start a small business. 
The wives usually buy a bag of charcoal and sell the 
pieces individually making a profit, or start a small 
fruit stand. 

“The money for this was donated by a Canadian 
woman,” said Nantongo. Bizimungu was once a pris¬ 
oner himself, falsely accused of a crime, and he ex¬ 
perienced the hardship of prison life. This is why he 
decided to help other prisoners. “It is a terrible place 
to be,” said Bizimungu. 

“Not like the prisons here in Canada. You are 
lucky if you get one meal a day.” From their visit to 
Canada, Oyat, Nantongo, and Bizimungu have 
gained access to programs here, and have learned 
about other programs the MCC uses here, they feel 
would be very beneficial back home. 

“We have learned a great deal here that will help 
back at home,” said Nantongo. “Thank you Cana¬ 
dians for all your help and support.” 


AG Foods 
helps missing 
children

Pooling resources for the common good 

Fresh thinking about fresh water is increasingly important in petroleum 
projects all over Alberta. 

In the past 30 years the petroleum industry has become more and more 
committed to managing its water use. The care that individual companies 
are taking on their projects is adding to cleaner water for all Albertans. 

NAL Resources of Calgary, for example, has been working closely with staff 
in the Water Quality Section of Alberta Environment since 1999 They share an 
interest in learning about the long-term effects, if any, of petroleum production 
on the Spring Creek watershed near Valleyview. The streams of this watershed 
are similar to freshwater sources throughout central and northern Alberta. 

The Spring Creek watershed is part of a large block of land that the provincial 
government reserved for scientific research in 1964. By 1999, proposed changes 
in government funding priorities made it likely the research would have to end. 

NAL Resources was interested in the same tract of land because their 
exploration and development work on the fringe of the reserve suggested that 
valuable hydrocarbons might lie within it as well. These two different views of 
the same land led to a joint government and corporate effort to study it further. 

Now, the government and NAL jointly own and use all data from the project. 
They also meet annually to assess the data, talk about oilfield development 
plans, and co-ordinate their water quality testing efforts As always, the 
emphasis remains on conducting a scientifically sound study. Detailed 
analysis of the data is just beginning. 

According to Alberta Environment Water Quality Specialist Leigh Noton, 

"the agreement with NAL has enabled our data collection to continue without 
interruption, while NAL has been able to explore and develop the underlying 
oil pool It is not often that scientists are able to do what we called 

'applied water quality monitoring', or continuous examination 
of a working petroleum project, over a series 
^ ^ ^ of years. It is the support of an 

industrial partner that makes 
this possible."

Incineration contributes to clean air strategy 

The petroleum industry has come a long way in its handling of waste gas. 

Ever since commercial quantities of natural gas were discovered in Turner 
Valley nearly a century ago, tall flare stacks have been a part of Alberta's 
skyline. Those living near the flares complained about noise, smoke and smell. 
Some were bothered by light 'pollution' at night. Others worried about the 
health effects of the stack emissions, especially from sour gas. 

One important response of industry and government was the creation of tough 
standards for reducing flared gas through the independent Clean Air Strategic 
Alliance (CASA). Since 1999, when the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board 
adopted CASA's plan for flare reduction, there has been a 53 per cent decrease 
in flaring across Alberta. This far surpassed the provincial target of 25 per cent. 

Concrete action like that alleviates concerns and conserves an important 
natural resource. But flare reduction is not the only solution. Industry, which 
is always seeking innovative solutions, has found another in incineration 

Questor Technology Inc. is a Calgary firm that designs and builds incinerators 
that are 99.99 per cent efficient at burning waste gas. Enclosed incinerators 
burn much hotter and are unaffected by crosswinds. That means better air 
quality, less damaging greenhouse gas emissions, and reduced consumption 
of fuel gas. 

As Compton Petroleum Corporation learned in the Peace River country, 
incineration can also be an excellent alternative solution to landowner concerns. 

When rancher Nelson Ferris learned of Compton's plans to burn sour 
gas, he objected strongly. But air monitoring showed him that the few 
emissions from the Questor incinerator were well below provincial 
guidelines. There was also little noise and no light 

Now Ferris says, “If I had it to do over again, I wouldn '* —

Whether they're selling at a 
farmer's market, at a roadside 
stand or from a retail outlet 
on their property, all farmers 
have to develop marketing 
tools and strategies." 

Engel says that how to de¬ 


velop cost-effective market tools 
and strategies is what Eckert is 
coming here to teach. "In work¬ 
ing with hundreds and hundreds 
of farmers through her consult¬ 
ing business and speeches, 
Eckert knows that too often 
producers waste their very lim¬ 
ited marketing funds on adver¬ 
tising, which is rarely effective 


on a small budget. Instead, 
Eckert teaches them marketing 
strategies that use more crea¬ 
tivity than dollars for a high 
return in revenue." 

"Eckert's winning approach 
to promotions, customer com¬ 
munications, publicity and 
sales techniques are all de¬ 
signed to increase revenues. 


To counter this the Commission proposes that a new teacher’s 
first year should be something like an internship or apprentice¬ 
ship with more direct support from experienced colleagues and a 
partial teaching assignment. 

#75 Replace the current Board of Reference process. .. 

Few people outside education are even aware of the existence of 
this court like procedure for resolving disputes between teachers 
and school boards over disciplinary actions such as teacher sus¬ 
pensions and terminations. The Commission describes the cur¬ 
rent Board of Reference process as, “...cumbersome at best”. The 
protracted and usually costly proceedings of a Board of Reference 
have given pause to many superintendents and school boards 
moving towards dismissal of an incompetent teacher. This and 
the previous recommendation on tightening up teacher evalua¬ 
tion practices address a concern heard repeatedly by the Com¬ 
mission that “...once teachers are hired on a permanent basis, it 
is almost impossible to dismiss them even if their performance is 
less than adequate”. 

#85. Reinforce the role of school councils and require 
principals to actively engage parents in school improve¬ 
ment planning. The Commission reiterates the old truth that 
students do best when their parents are meaningfully involved in 
their schooling. It’s significant that this statement places the 
responsibility for successful action directly on the principal. In 
my experience it is the principal who determines whether parents 
are kept at arms length with superficial activities or are involved 
in important decisions about the direction of the school. 

#91 Implement a transparent, open and understandable 
financial information system that provides accurate, 
timely and comparable information on funding for Alber¬ 
ta’s education system. In this and recommendation 92 the Com¬ 
mission was very critical about the difficulty of obtaining accu¬ 
rate spending information and the general confusion surround¬ 
ing budgeting in the department. Also coming under criticism 
was the apparent gulf between the financial picture the Minis¬ 
ter’s department projected and the reality of the conditions expe¬ 
rienced by teachers and boards. The Commission would like to 
see some mechanism for boards and teachers to regularly com¬ 
municate the costs of education to the provincial government. 

Again, if you are interested in seeing the entire report I’m sure 
your local school will lend you one. Failing that contact me and 
I’ll give you a copy. One last heartening bit of news occurred 
today (Nov.13) when I heard the Minister say on the radio that 
he wanted to implement most of the Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions.

Prepare your car now for 
"Deep Winter" 


easily accessible in your 
trunk - a snowbrush, an ice 
scraper and an extension cord 
for your block heater are the 
bare basics. Office workers 
should keep warm winter 
clothes in their trunk as well 
to ensure they will be ad¬ 
equately protected from the 
elements in case of a mishap. 
Warm boots, gloves, a coat 
and hat can help keep you 
comfortable 

Engine oil: If you are un¬ 
able to plug in your block 
heater for three to four hours 
before starting you vehicle -- 
at home or at work — consider 
changing to a synthetic oil 
that will allow your engine 
turn over more easily in the 
cold. But be aware that syn¬ 
thetic oil is not recommended 
for vehicles with more than 
250,000 km. 

Check your vehicle's bat¬ 
tery and the charging system. 
The average battery lasts be¬ 
tween three and five years. If 
your battery has surpassed 
that lifespan, it is a good idea 
to have it checked before you 
head out on winter roads. And 
while a battery can be in good 
shape, you'll want to make 
sure the charging system is 
working as well. Winter is not 
the time to find out that your 
alternator is not functioning 
properly. During normal op¬ 
erations, the voltage should 
be between 13.5 and 14.5 
volts. 

Remember to continue to 
check your tire pressure on a 
monthly basis. Contrary to 
what some may think you 
should not reduce tire pres¬ 
sure in the winter it will dam¬ 
age your tires and cause them 
to overheat. Remember that 
in the cold you will lose some 
tire pressure so be sure to 
check it when the temperature 
drops and add air if needed. 

Check to see if your timing 
belt is due for a change. Many 
of today's vehicles have a rub¬ 
ber timing belt that connects 
the crankshaft to the cam¬ 
shaft, and most engines re- 


There is still time to pre¬ 
pare your vehicle for winter 
driving. Generally, it is still 
warm enough to work on 
your vehicle outside or in 
your garage and early enough 
to have any minor repairs 
done before "deep winter" ar¬ 
rives. 

Here are some simple steps 
to prepare your vehicle for 
the wild winter ahead: 

Make sure you have a fully 
stocked emergency kit in 
your vehicle. You should re¬ 
place snacks and any other 
perishables and check to 
make sure important supplies 
haven't been pirated by other 
family members. 

You can put together your 
own emergency kit or pur¬ 
chase a basic winter emer¬ 
gency kit through the AMA. 
If you spend time in the 
mountains or in more remote 
areas, you may want to add 
some additional supplies to a 
basic kit. 

Adding weight to the trunk 
or pickup box of rear wheel 
drive vehicles assists with 
traction for winter or slippery 
driving conditions, but en¬ 
sure that you secure it prop¬ 
erly so it doesn't become a 
projectile if there is a colli¬ 
sion. Adding weight in this 
manner is recommended for 
unloaded pickup trucks, in¬ 
cluding four-wheel drive mod¬ 
els. 

If you have a front-wheel 
drive vehicle, you don't need 
to put a sand bag or other 
weight in the trunk to assist 
with traction, but dry sand 
can still come in handy. If you 
get stuck in the snow, sand 
can be spread in front of a tire 
that can't grip an icy or 
snowy surface to provide trac¬ 
tion. 

A fully charged cell phone 
can help you, but remember 
there are areas of Alberta 
where there is no cell service 
so always be prepared to 
spend a winter night in your 
vehicle.

quire the belt be replaced 
about every 100,000 km. If 
you don’t replace old belts the 
belt will break, which almost 
always results in severe en¬ 
gine damage. 

There is no way to check 
the timing belt for wear but 
most manufacturers recom¬ 
mend replacing them at regu¬ 
lar intervals so you won't find 
yourself stranded. 

When you do replace you 
belt, make sure you record it 
in your vehicle logbook so 
you know when it is due for 
replacement again.

A Letter to the Learning Minister trom CESD 


by Carla Victor 

A letter to Learning Minis¬ 
ter Lyle Oberg from Chinook's 
Edge School Division may in¬ 
stigate another disagreement 
between the board and its lo¬ 
cal union. 

Chinook’s Edge Board will 
send correspondence to the 
Learning Minister, voicing 
their support for Commission 
on Learning recommendations 
and specifically encourages one 
of those recommendations, the 
removal of principals from the 
Alberta Teachers' Association. 

Board Chair Roy Brassard 
explained their division was 
asked to express their views of 
the recommendations at the 
last Alberta School Board As¬ 
sociation meeting in Edmon¬ 


ton, but because of weather, 
opted not to travel on icy high¬ 
ways. 

“We feel principals are 
caught in a unique situation, 
one where they are torn be¬ 
tween loyalty to their union 
and duty to act as an unbiased 
administrator,” said Brassard. 

Bob Worsfold, local ATA 
president, disagrees saying to 
remove principals from their 
union would create a “we vs. 
they” atmosphere. 

“The ATA is totally against 
this recommendation because it 
will lead to a much more colle¬ 
giate model than we have now. 
It will become a union model a 
we and a they,” Worsfold said. 
“All you have to do is look to 
B.C. and Ontario to see how it 
has worked there.” 


Band field trip to 


Principals were forcibly re¬ 
moved from their union by leg¬ 
islation in Ontario, and they 
didn’t want it. In B.C., I think 
there are about 200 grievances 
on their way to arbitration in 
the Vancouver area alone. 

“We (ATA) don’t believe it 
would enhance learning in 
schools,” said Worsfold. 

“I don’t buy those argu¬ 
ments,” said Brassard. “As a 
board we expect our principals 
to act as managers of their 
school facilities. It isn’t always 
such an easy task. To have it 
further complicated by being 
members of the same union 
makes their task even more dif¬ 
ficult.” 

Superintendent Jim Gibbons 
said his association CASA (Col¬ 
lege of Alberta Superintend¬ 
ents) is not in support of remov¬ 
ing principals from the ATA. 


They recommend principals 
remain in the union but at the 
same time change the School 
Act to highlight management 
responsibilities of principals. 

“From a CASA standpoint, 
we think principals should be 
made clear their role is a dual 
one the way it is presently done 
in Chinook’s Edge.” 

Trustees said they are 
pleased with the Commissions 
report in general. “The time for 
lobbying has run-out,” said 
Jackie Swainsonz, trustee in 


Sylvan Lake. “Overall we are 
pleased, we don’t want to start 
cherry picking now.” 

In the letter to the Minister, 
the board will also voice disa¬ 
greement with legislation of 
class sizes. They stated it is 
best managed at a board level. 

The Commission on Learn¬ 
ing made 95 recommendation 
on the overall state of educa¬ 
tion in September. Boards 
across Alberta are waiting for 
the Ministers response, expected 
before the end of the month. 


Chinook’s Edge School 
Board has given final ap¬ 
proval for a Hugh Suther¬ 
land Band field trip to Disney¬ 
land in May. 

Before approving the trip. 
Superintendent Jim Gibbons 
ensured Chinook’s Edge 
policy requirements would be 
met.

Didsbury’s own National level baseball player 
back from Florida championship 


Jenny McKenna has done 
Didsbury proud this month as 
part of Canada’s National Base¬ 
ball Team’s performance at the 
Women’s Baseball Champi¬ 
onships in Florida. 

McKenna, who is currently 
undertaking studies at Red 
Deer College in the Recreation/ 
Tourism/Community Develop¬ 
ment program, traveled with 
Team Canada to Florida on 
November 3rd to compete with 
teams from clear across the 
United States. “They ranged 
anywhere from New York to out 
west...just from everywhere, it 
seemed,” says Jenny McKenna, 
who was also accompanied by 
her parents, Chris and 
Christine McKenna of Didsbury 
on the trip. 


All tolled, the Team Canada 
Women’s Baseball Team (made 
up of females between the ages 
of 13 and 23 years) fared well. 
“We played six games alto¬ 
gether and made it into the 
semi-finals where we lost a 
game and ended up fourth out 
of eight teams in the tourna¬ 
ment.” 

McKenna (who plays 
Catcher and Outfielder) was 
impressed at how easy it was 
to get to know her fellow 
teammates despite having only 
been acquainted with them a 
short time. “I just got on the 
Team Canada team in Septem¬ 
ber,” McKenna (21) explains. 
“...I e-mailed Baseball Alberta

Team Canada.” Despite not 
having seen McKenna’s per¬ 
formance on the field yet, Team 
Canada officials in Toronto 
accepted her plea and (to her 
surprise) invited her to play on 
the team.

usually involved as coach and 
mentor along the way. 

The Florida tournament, 
McKenna explains, was actu¬ 
ally part of the Roy Hobb’s 
Tournament where over 160 
Men’s baseball teams were also 
participating. “It was amazing 
seeing all the players and play¬ 
ing on the quality of diamonds 
down there...they are just like 
golf courses,” McKenna says 
adding that one of their games 
was actually played on the 
spring training field for the Bos¬ 
ton Red Sox. 

Since returning from

THE POSITIVE SIDE OF LIFE 

Some mistakes are too much 
fun to make only once. 

Thanks to all the outstanding “Faces " 
that make Didsbury such a great community! 
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QUESTION: I believe one of the primary tasks for par¬ 
ents is to prepare children for the independence and re¬ 
sponsibility of adulthood. 1 have an infant son and want to 
teach him to be self-disciplined and responsible as the years 
unfold. But I don’t know where to start. How can I instill 
these characteristics in my son and how early should I 
begin? DR. 

DOBSON: Well, that is what good parenting is all about. 
Let me describe the task in developmental terms. A little 
child at birth is, of course, completely helpless. That little 
guy lying in his crib can do nothing for himself: He doesn’t 
roll over or hold his bottle. He can’t say “please” or “thank 
you,” and he doesn’t apologize for getting you up six times 
in one night. Nor is he sympathetic when you drive the 
point of a safety pin through the fleshy part of your thumb 
at 3 a.m. (without doubt, the greatest agony in human 
experience!). He doesn’t even have to appreciate your ef¬ 
forts. In other words, a child begins his life in a state of 
complete and total dependency, and you are in his servi¬ 
tude. About 20 years later, however, some dramatic changes 
should have occurred in that individual. He should have 
developed the skills and self-discipline necessary for suc¬ 
cessful adult living. He is expected to spend his money 
wisely, hold a job, be loyal to his spouse (if he’s married), 
support the needs of his family, obey the laws of the land 
and be a good citizen. In other words, during the short 
course of childhood, an individual should progress system¬ 
atically from dependency to independency — from irrespon¬ 
sibility to responsibility. The question is how does little 
John or Nancy or Paul get from Position A to Position B? 
How does that magical transformation from babyhood to 
maturity take place? Some parents seem to believe it all 
will coalesce toward the latter end of adolescence, about 15 
minutes before the individual leaves home. I reject that 
notion categorically. The best preparation for adulthood 
comes from training in responsibility during the childhood 
years. This is not to say that the child should be required 
to work like an adult. It does mean that he can be encour¬ 
aged to progress in an orderly timetable of events, carry¬ 
ing the level of responsibility that is appropriate for his 
age. Shortly after birth, for example, the mother begins 
transferring responsibilities from her shoulders to those of 
her infant. Little by little he learns to sleep through the 
night, hold his own bottle and reach for what he wants. 
Later, he is potty-trained and learns to walk and talk. As 
each new skill is mastered, his mother “frees" herself that 
much more from his servitude. Each year the child should 
make more of his own decisions, as the responsibilities of 
living shift from his parent’s shoulders to his own. A 7- 
year-old, for example, is usually capable of selecting his 
own clothing for the day (within reason). He should keep 
his room straight and make his bed each morning. A 9- or 
10-year-old may enjoy more freedom, such as choosing from 
approved television programs. I am not suggesting that we 
abdicate parental leadership during these years; rather, I 
believe we should give conscious thought to the reason¬ 
able, orderly transfer of freedom and responsibility, so that 
we are preparing the child each year for that moment of 
full independence that must come. Returning to your ques¬ 
tion about your infant son, let me cite two insightful phrases 
coined by Marguerite and Willard Beecher that will guide 
the instructional process I have described. They are: (1) 
the parent needs to gain his or her freedom from the child, 
so that the child can obtain his or her freedom from the 
parent; and (2) a parent should do nothing for a child that 
the child can profit from doing for himself or herself. If you 
apply those two recommendations, you’ll get that boy ready 
to be a responsible man.

She also 
gives Nigeria a better 
name abroad because 
she exemplifies the 
many Nigerians who 
are honest and out¬ 
standing. 

I’m reminded of the 
verses at the end of He¬ 
brews 11 where the 
writer says that he 
doesn’t have time or 
space to tell about the 
many other heroes of 
the faith. I feel the 
same way. Time and 
space don’t allow me to 
tell you about 
Emmanuel, Anne, 
Suleiman, Onche, 
Sera, Ugo, Uduma, 
and so many others 
that we are aware of. 
Suffice it to say that 
Nigeria’s reputation 
abroad has been 
spoiled by a very tiny 
fraction of the popula¬ 
tion. It’s a privilege to 
live and work with 
many who are tremen¬ 
dous people, by any 
standards. 


Yesterday I 
w atched a 
non-Hillcrest 
athlete w in the 
5000 meter race 
by more than 
tw o minutes!! 


Janet and I were 
talking about some of 
the Hillcrest students 
that were participating 
in track and field. It 
was good to see many 
non-’jocks’ involved in 
events that sometimes 
surprised us. Maybe 
they didn't do terrifi¬ 
cally well, but they per¬ 
sisted and demon¬ 
strated a good attitude. 
In the same 5000 meter 
race that Sunday won 
by more than a lap, 
one of our students 
came in more than a 
lap behind everyone 
else, but he even 
sprinted the last 50 
meters or so. It’s so en¬ 
couraging to see stu¬ 
dents set goals for 
themselves and/or try 
to beat their previous 
best. 

Then there are those 
who excel at athletics. 
One girl, the daughter 
of one of the Nigerian 
Hillcrest teachers, is a 
superb athlete. She is 
only a junior but she 
has been seen by a 
coach from a Christian 
college while she was a 
sophomore. The coach 
was so impressed that 
she said Femi could be 
offered an athletic 
scholarship even if she 
didn’t improve at all 
during the last two 
years of high school. 

Yesterday Femi came 
first in all of the infield 
events at the track 
meet!! Some girls with 
her abilities would be 
proud, but Femi dem¬ 
onstrates a very posi¬ 
tive attitude. Besides 
being an excellent ath¬ 
lete, she is a top stu¬ 
dent in a class that has 
several other very 
bright students. It’s 
very encouraging to 
see these kinds of stu¬ 
dents. 

Nigeria is the sec¬ 
ond most corrupt na¬ 
tion on earth, but there 
are so many honest, 
hard-working people 
here who are doing 
their best to make Ni¬ 
geria a better place.

‘Meter’ is pronounced 
as ‘metah’ and ‘javelin’ 
is pronounced 

‘javaleen’. After

Friday afternoon 
and Saturday morning 
there was a track meet 
at Hillcrest with just 
one other school show¬ 
ing up. Next week 
there should be six 
other schools coming 
so there will be big 
crowds. 

Yesterday I watched 
a non-Hillcrest athlete 
win the 5000 meter 
race by more than two 
minutes!! This is a stu¬ 
dent who trains with 
Hillcrest but doesn’t 
compete for Hillcrest. 
Sunday (many people 
here in Nigeria are 
named for the day of 
the week on which they 
were born) was a ba¬ 
nana seller down on 
main street Jos. He 
homed in on expatri¬ 
ates and sold bananas 
to many of us. Some¬ 
time, one of the mis¬ 
sionaries asked about 
his education and 
found that he couldn’t 
afford to attend school 
so he sold bananas to 
help his family. 

This young boy 
seemed pretty bright to 
be selling on the 
streets. He was person¬ 
able and eager to 
please. Someone de¬ 
cided to help him out 
and offered to pay for 
his schooling. That 
was several years ago. 
Now Sunday attends 
one of the better sec¬ 
ondary schools in Jos, 
having done well in pri¬ 
mary school. He is not 
only a very good stu¬ 
dent, but has proven 
himself to be an out¬ 
standing athlete. He 
excels at longer dis¬ 
tance races. However, 
on Saturday, Hillcrest 
needed one more boy to 
make up the second 4 
by 400 meter relay 
team. Sunday ran the 
anchor leg, and al¬ 
though he started out 
about 50 meters behind 
the fastest 400 meter 
runner at Hillcrest, he 
closed the gap consid¬ 
erably. He is short and 
very fast!

GOVERNMENT Of ALBERTA 
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Cattle producers try and 
decide what the future 
will bring 


"Risk and uncertainty 
have been the name of the 
game for the Canadian 
beef industry recently, and 
will also continue to be so 
for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture," says Jeff Millang. 
financial business ana¬ 
lyst, business manage¬ 
ment innovations branch, 
Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, 
Olds. "There is a whole 
range of possible futures 
before us. In such an un¬ 
certain environment, it is 
very difficult to make in¬ 
formed management deci¬ 
sions. What's worse is 
that with the margins in 
beef production getting 
tighter every year, one 
wrong decision can have 
disastrous effects." 

Millang recommends 
producers try and decide 
what is most likely to 
happen in the future, and 
then base their manage¬ 
ment decisions on this 
scenario. 

The first step in this 
process is to gather as 
much information and as 
many opinions as possi¬ 
ble about what the future 
may bring. "While the cof¬ 
fee shop is a great place 
to start, there are many 
other sources. For exam¬ 
ple, if you’re wondering 
what will unfold with the 
BSE situation, talk with 
the industry organiza¬ 
tion, check out the Cana¬ 
dian Cattleman's Associa¬ 
tion's BSE information 
website at www.info- 


cca.ca/ and talk with 
your organization del¬ 
egates and see what they 
know. Talk with industry 
experts, or read what they 
have to say in their infor¬ 
mation newsletters or in¬ 
terviews." 

The next step is to 
evaluate the sources of 
this information to try 
and decide which are the 
most informed and 
knowledgeable. The cred¬ 
ible sources can then be 
used as a foundation in 
developing one or more 
possible future scenarios. 
"Develop a plan for what 
you will do if and when 
these scenarios occur," 
says Millang. "Then talk 
to the stakeholders in 
your business, such as 
your lenders, family, and 
input suppliers about 
these scenarios and the 
impacts they will have on 
them." 

Millang says that once 
these discussions are 
complete it’s time to start 
making decisions. "For 
example, you might be 
wondering whether or 
not to keep your calves all 
winter. You'll have to 
take stock of your finan¬ 
cial position and see if you 
can afford to defer income. 
It's expected the cow calf 
sector will be cash poor 
this fall, and so cash flow 
management will be key 
to riding this incident out 
and positioning your 
business for the future. 
Should you sell your cull 


cows for 20 cents a pound 
rather than keep them all 
winter? Should you sell 
all of them, some of them, 
or rebreed all of them? 
Your answers to these 
questions will depend on 
what you have determined 
to be the most likely sce¬ 
nario for the future." 

Millang says it's im¬ 
portant to remember that 
there are no absolute an¬ 
swers and that different 
producers may come to 
different conclusions. 
"There is only one deci¬ 
sion that is important to 
you and that is the one 
you have made for your¬ 
self. What your neighbor 
decides to do is his deci¬ 
sion and reflects his con¬ 
clusions about what 
prices may or may not do 
and whether the border 
will open in 60 days or 
600 days." 

While the future may 
be unknown, what is cer¬ 
tain is that the percep¬ 
tion of the beef industry 
has changed, as most 
likely has Canada's posi¬ 
tion in the global market¬ 
place. "We also know that 
we have new aspects to 
our production chain, and 
new challenges to specific 
products and classes of 
animals," explains 
Millang. "At the same 
time, we have the oppor¬ 
tunity to expand and 
grow our industry. As 
Charles Dickens wrote, it 
was the best of times, it 
was the worst of times." 


Emergency livestock 
care response plan 


Alberta Farm Animal 
Care (AFAC) has put an 
emergency livestock care 
response plan in place. 
This plan is designed to 
help producers who may 
be experiencing mount¬ 
ing strain due to the com¬ 
bined impact of last 
year's drought, the fall¬ 
out of BSE and extremely 
limited markets for some 
livestock species. 

"As livestock produc¬ 
ers, we have the moral 
and legal responsibility 
to care and provide for 
our livestock in a hu¬ 
mane manner," said Aart 
Okkema, chairman of 
Alberta Farm Animal 
Care. "We encourage pro¬ 
ducers to call our animal 
care ALERT line should 
they be concerned about 
the care of their animals." 
The phone line is avail¬ 


able 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week to help pro¬ 
ducers make sound and 
humane decisions. The 
number for the ALERT 
line is 1-18001-506-2273. 

In addition to includ¬ 
ing the ALERT line, 
AFAC's emergency live¬ 
stock care response plan 
includes provisions for an 
on-site response team to 
ensure livestock are prop¬ 
erly cared for. The plan 
also ensures that: 

•producers in need of 
crisis support for live¬ 
stock care receive knowl¬ 
edgeable counsel and that 
a network is available to 
connect resources with 
need ‘sufficient feed and 
bedding is available for 
use in emergency seizure 
and surrender situations 
so livestock in distress 
are cared for ‘funds are 


used to assist the ani¬ 
mals. No funds will flow 
directly to a producer 

"We encourage anyone 
to call or self-report if 
they have concerns about 
livestock well-being says 
Okkema. 

AFAC's mandate is to 
promote responsible ani¬ 
mal care. "Since 1995 
AFAC has provided an 
action-line-and-response- 
team service called Ani¬ 
mal Care ALERT," says 
Okkema. "Over 100 expe¬ 
rienced livestock produc¬ 
ers and handlers assist 
with the ALERT phone 
line. As well, AFAC works 
closely with the Alberta 
SPCA, whose constables 
provide livestock protec¬ 
tion services throughout 
the province, and with 
the Alberta Veterinary 
Medical Association."

FCC expands 4-H Scholarship

Farm Credit Canada (FCC) 
has supported the Canadian 
4-H Council for several dec¬ 
ades through a number of 
different initiatives. This 
year marks the 10th anni¬ 
versary of the FCC 4-H Schol¬ 
arship Awards Program. To 
celebrate, FCC is putting 
more education dollars in the 
hands of rural youth through 
its new and improved schol¬ 
arship program. The corpo¬ 
ration is also giving more 
young people the opportu¬ 
nity to make a difference in 
their community. 

FCC will award six re¬ 
gional scholarships of $1,500 
to students with the best 
project plans that address 
farm safety, community im¬ 
provement or hunger issues 
in rural communities. Each 
4-H regional winner will also 
receive a budget of up to

ties through the opportunity 
that FCC is affording them 
to put their ideas into ac¬ 
tion,” said Lyle Vanclief, 
Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada.

In 2003, national winner 
Alexa Gray of Claresholm, 
Alberta, received additional 
funds for turning her project 
into reality: a community 
garden for people living in 
apartment complexes, trailer 
courts, low-income housing 
and seniors’ housing. It was 
so successful that FCC de¬ 
cided to expand that aspect 
of the awards. 

“Last year, young Cana¬ 
dians from coast to coast sub¬ 
mitted quality projects, any 
one of which could have been 
a success if implemented. We 
want to give more of these 
future leaders an opportu¬ 
nity to make a difference 
right in their own back yard,” 
said John Ryan, FCC’s Presi¬ 
dent and Chief Executive Of¬ 
ficer. “By partnering with 
the 4-H Council, we are help¬ 
ing shape the future of the 
agriculture industry in a 
positive, proactive way.” 

“This scholarship pro¬ 
gram helps teach our mem¬ 
bers the benefits of partner¬ 
ship, teamwork and 
volunteerism,” said Mary- 
Ann Carson, President of the 
Canadian 4-H Council. “Our
